SHALL THERE BE RULES? 


Members of the So. California Road 
Riders Committee will have an extreme- 
ly important decision to make at their 
June meeting. The question is, “shall 
the RRC Supplemental Rules be 
abolished?” 

The rules were developed to fill a 
void by several outriders and RRC clubs 
under the leadership of the Committee 
for Better Motorcycling. Before their 
adoption, there were no useful guidelines 
or rules. 


Unhappy Victims 


The general murmur of unhappiness 
resulted from having nothing concrete 
on which to base a protest. When com- 
plaints were voiced, the unhappy victim 
was told straight out that there are no 
rules except mine — what are you going 
to do about it! There was nothing the 
injured party could do.Ifthe rules varied 
from week to week and club to club — 
tough — there was no recourse. 

The rules changed all that. Well over 
500 man-hours of serious, sincere, dis- 
cussion and argument went into the 
creation of the Supplemental rules. Now 
the riders knew what to expect and were 
happily willing to abide by them. Many 
riders gladly modified their motorcycles 
knowing that the classes would be con- 
sistent from run to run and club to club. 
Now a rider, feeling he had been unfair- 
ly treated could point to a specific sec- 
tion and say, *I protest." 

Since the adoption of the rules, how- 
ever, the results have been disappoint- 
ing. When the rules were submitted to 
the RRC, the CBM stated, *These are 
not perfect! But they are as far as they 
can go without actual trial.” 

After nearly a year and a half, it can 
still be said that the rules have not had 
an adequate trial. The ‘66 referee sin- 
cerely felt that the clubs and riders 
should become accustomed to the rules 
before they were strictly enforced and 
did not do so. The ‘67 referee sincerely 
feels that the rules are unnecessary and 
a hindrance and refuses (at his discre- 
tion) to apply them. Between the two of 
them, not one record of any decisions 
made, or the facts pertaining thereto, 
can be produced as concrete evidence 
on which to base reasons for an amend- 
ment. A funny way to run a store. 

The RRC representatives have a most 
serious question before them that will 
affect each of the 40 member clubs and 
several thousand outriders. It would be- 
hoove them to give it serious thought. 
The outcome could contribute to the 
collapse of the committee. 


Anarchy Rules 


Whatare the consequences of abolish- 
ment? Will the participants of road runs 
accept the “rule by whim” again? Maybe, 
but it would be more likely that the 
riders, having had a consistent method 
of classification, a written record of 
judging, and the conditions of a run 
spelled out, would be unhappier than 
ever if they should suddenly lack them. 

By reason of the rider’s membership 
in the AMA, the AMA sanctioning of 
road runs, and the absence of the RRC 
rules(which were approved by the AMA), 
the riders have every right to expect the 
application of AMA sportsman rules to 
the road runs and tours. That the sports- 
man rules do not quite fit the RRC way 
of doing things has no bearing whatever 
on the situation. The RRC and member 
clubs pledge acceptance of those rules 
when they accept a charter and sanction 
from the AMA and any rider has the 
tight (maybe even the duty) to insist 
that the promoting club do things accord- 
ing the sportsman rules or their present 
substitutes; the AMA approved RRC 
rules. Promoting & run under sportsmen 
rules might not be too happy a situation 
for the clubs. 

The RRC assembly might choose to 
reject the motion and keep the status 
quo. However, some people are unhappy 
with the present situation. 
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Cast Your Vote 


The last alternative is for the assem- 
bly to insist that the referee and his 
staff apply the rules strictly and fairly, 
without bias, keeping adequate records 
from which to suggest amendments that 
will improve and better the sport. As 
glorious as the last statement sounds, 
you can bet that somebody won't be 
happy with it. 

Regardless of how the question is 
decided, the June meeting of the RRC 
should be an interesting one and one can 
only hope that in the collective wisdom 
of the majority, the sport will be im- 
proved. 

As the club’s decision will affect 
every road rider who participates in 
RRC events, CYCLE NEWS will conduct 
a poll on how the individual riders feel 
about this question. Send your postcards 
to the editor with your vote: “Keep the 
rules” or “Abolish the rules.” If you 
have other comment or suggestions, 


write another letter to the editor or the 
RRC itself. 





AMA ANSWERS SO. GATE 
COMPLAINT 


Dear Mr. Nolke: 

Thanks very much for taking time 
to write me about your experiences 
at South Gate Speedway. AMA does 
not grant Sportsman sanctions to any- 
one other than chartered clubs, ex- 
cept in conjunction with a National 
Championship. Our records indicate 
that the Scrambles events being held 
at South-Gate Speedway are promoted 
by the Playboys Motorcycle Club. 

Last year the AMA National Com- 
petition Committee removed the -re- 
strictions on entry fees that may be 
charged at Sportsman events. The 
theory being that competition and 
rider support or the lack of it would 
result in establishing a fair and 
equitable price. This theory may or 
may not be correct and I will certain- 
ly pass on your remarks to the mem- 
bers of the National Competition 
Committee when they review this 
policy next year. 

As to the number plate, you are 
not required to purchase a number 
plate from- anyone to ride in a sanc- 
tioned AMA event. The sponsoring 
club may assign you a number but 
you are perfectly free to paint on 
this number or furnish it yourself.

Trophy Corruption 

At 11:20 a.m., April 30th, the 
famed Torch of Hope was -pushed 
from it’s pedestal and joined the 
thousands of other road riding tro- 
phies classed as “worthless gold.” 
It was at that moment, when all the 
earned trophies had been awarded, 
that the referee reached intothe box, 
drew a registration form and gave to 
the “lucky” winner, a Torch of Hope. 

The momentous decision to give 
away the Torch of Hope was made at 
the RRC Executive Board meeting, 
April 26th and was reported to be 
unanimous. That action evidently 
became top secret, for no hint of it 
escaped until the first of six give 
aways were made Sunday morning. 


Why Not Work For It? 

Mel Heininger, Executive Coordi- 
nator of the City of Hope was horri- 
fied at the give aways whichreversed 
the “earned trophy” policy originally 
instituted by the City of Hope. 

Several arguments are advanced 

to rationalize the corruption of the 
Torch of Hope, and all are based on 
fallacious thinking: 
1. “Every entrant who pays his entry 
fee is entitled to the chance to win 
a trophy without any further effort or 
skill.” 

Even if this argument were valid, 
would it be acceptable reason to 
destroy the prestige of the torch? 
Why weren’t the standard“ worthless 
gold” trophies presented? 

2. “The average rider does not have 
to spend $8000 on his motorcycle in

order to compete in the dress com- 
petition and earn a trophy." 

This argument, carried to it's 
logical conclusion, would maintain 
that as it takes a certain amount of 
money to maintain a motorcycle in 
an operable condition, any cycle 
owner, by paying his entry fee should 
be able to remain at home and be 
eligible for his trophy “award.” 

3. “Many riders do not have the skill 
to compete in the field meet events 
and earn a trophy.” 

Awarding to this, the same trophy 
(a Torch of Hope) as is awarded to 
the cyclist who develops his cycling 
skills makes as much sense as re- 
warding an grade school drop-out 
with the same rate of pay as a high- 
ly skilled surgeon. 

4. “We've gottodo something or this 
run is going to die." 

And the easiest way out is to 
give away the Torch of Hope. No 
thought required. That it happens to 
devastate a very worthwhile and 
treasured symbol is not even con- 
sidered. After all, who wants to 
spend the time and effort to seek 
out more interesting activities and 
entertainment; or even secure some 
“worthless gold” to give away? 

The torch is tarnished! May those 
responsible long be’ proud of their 
glorious and irresponsible actions. 
For those motorcyclists who have 
put much time and effort into their 
motorcycles, who have developed 
their cycling skills, who earned and 
treasured their Torch of Hope strong 
must be the taste of ashes,

CYCLE LAND FLATTRACK

It’s almost impossible to believe that a race track or a club could im- 
prove so much in one short week as did Cycle Land Speedway and Valley MC 
of Chico between opening night of flat tracking and Saturday, May 13.

The AFM’s Cotati Grand Prix on Mother's Day provided a nostalgic 


second look at the 1965 season as the Precision Machining boys began to hit 
the right combination with their latest effort, a Honda 450 GP racer. 


In fact, the 350-500 Open Main 
was a Precision Machining sweep: 
Eric Dahlstrom first on the 450, Bill 
Lyons second on a Precision Ma- 
chining-cammed Triumph Bonneville, 
and Fred Muhlberg third on the old 
black (now scarlet) Super Hawk. 

The only frustration from track- 
sidewas that neither of Al Fergoda’s 
new 5-port Yamaha TD1-Cs were in 
the race. 

Art Baumann, newly appointed to 
a ride on a Fergoda machine, was 
still limping about with a slashed- 
up leg he received bailing off at 
Willow Springs the week before, and 
Ron Grant was busy on a stock Ya- 
maha 350 beating the pants off an 
impressive number of GP bikes to 
take sixth spot overall and third in 
the 350 class. 

100cc Grand Prix 

With the flag Reg Pridmore fired 
first and scooted around turn one on 
his Honda 90 GP racer with Yamaha 
100-mounted Ron Grant and Georg- 
anne Muhlberg (Yamaha 100) in hot 
pursuit. 

Georganne used lap one to good 
advantage, passing Grant, while 
Tom Cleghorn on a CR110 Honda ran 
fourth overall and first in the 50cc 
class. At the half-way point, how- 
ever, Grant began putting on the 
pressure and passed Georganne first 
and then Pridmore. 

In the final two laps Grant 
lengthened his lead and was fol- 
lowed at the finish by Georganne 
(who had passed Pridmore on the 
fourth lap), Pridmore, Tom Cleghorn 
and Bill Cleghorn, both on Hondas. 

125-175cc Grand Prix 

The 125-175GP was a race-long 
dice between Fred Muhlberg on a 
Honda 160 and Steve McLaughlin on 
а125сс Honda CR93. With his eight- 
speed gearbox, McLaughlin could 
out-accelerate the 160, and although 
Muhlberg narrowed the gap toward 
the end of the race, it was McLaugh- 
lin from start to finish. 

Third was Jim Williams (Honda 
175) and fourth was Dwight Huffman 
(Bultaco).

350, 500 & Open Grand Prix 


With Ron Grant devoting his en- 
ergies in the 350 class to running 
Al Fergoda’s Yamaha 350 production 
machine, the yardstick of a good 
TD1 Yamaha to gauge the perfor- 
mance of the bigger classes is no 
longer available. 

An off-the-wall guess that Eric 
Dahlstrom’s winning 500 class ride 
was very nearly as fast as the high- 
ly developed 250 times is the best 
we can do. 

Dahlstrom was on board the Pre- 
cision Machining 450 Honda and was 
going at it tooth and nail with Bill 
Lyons, also aboard a PM-equipped 
Triumph Bonneville.

QUESTION: How do I convert inches 
to centimeters? R.R. — 
Phoenix, Arizona. 


ANSWER: To change inches to milli- 

meters multiply inches 
times 25.4 and inches times 2.54 for 
centimeters. 


QUESTION: J have been told that I 

can change the slides 
in my Amal carburetor and obtain 
better performance. If this true, how 
can I choose the right one? J.D. — 
Culver City. 


ANSWER: The slide in your carbure- 

tor only regulates engine 
performance between one-eighth and 
one-quarter throttle and at idle, so 
do not look for overall performance 
increases. The difference in slides 
is the cutaway facing the carburetor 
intake side. The smaller the cut- 
away, the richer the mixture. The 
standard cutaway should do fine and 
a change should not be made unless 
it is impossible to’ obtain correct 
carburetion after adjusting the idle 
mixture and needle, and needle jet 
position and size. If after all that 
the engine still bogs on opening the 
throttle from a closed position, ob- 
tain a slide with the next smaller 
cutaway or if the engine loads up 
and is too rich, obtain one size 
larger.

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ANSWER: At a specific rpm, say 

8,000, an engine takes in 
and exhausts a specific amount of 
air. The superchargeris nothing more 
than a fuel/air mixer and pump. It is 
only capable of pushing so much air 
at X rpm. If the engine’s cylinders 
remove so much air pressure from the 
plenum chamber when the intake 
valves are open, the blower must re- 
place it when the valves close and 
before they open again; Thus it will 
require X rpm to effectively perform 
the work demanded of it. 


QUESTION: I’ve heard that upon 

buying a new motor- 
cycle it is best (in order to preserve 
engine life) to completely dismantle 
the bike, balance and blueprint the 
main assemblies. Is this recommend- 
ed or are the factory methods O.K.? 
B.H, — Long Beach. 


ANSWER: Thanks to modern machine 

techniques and controlled 
assembly methods, the production 
tolerances are close enough to make 
blueprinting and balance unneces- 
sary and impractical for a touring 
rider. The lower end of your machine 
was not just hastily thrown together, 
but assembled within specific toler- 
ances known by the manufacturer to 
maintain long life of your engine. If 
you desire to operate at an even 
closer tolerance, wait until the en- 
gine requires an overhaul. Then 
blueprint and balance. Testimony to 
manufacturers’ exacting tolerances 
are the rapidly extending periods of 
guarantee to the purchaser of a new 
bike. 


QUESTION: / ride a 305 Honda 

scrambler in the desert 
races. During the last three races, 
in between the start and the smoke 
bomb I got thrown off my bike. I try 
to go as fast as I can, but can't 
seem to keep on the bike. I wonder 
if you could tell me a few pointers 
about it? J.M. — Van Nuys. 


ANSWER: Playing the part of judge 

and jury, I find you guilty 
of riding not as fast as you can, but 
faster! It sounds as though you are 
riding over your head and not on 
the most ideal desert machine. The 
305 Honda probably weighs over 350 
lbs. and that's just 100 lbs. too much 
for a 305cc machine that’s classed 
as a lightweight. 

Ifthe machineis still in relative- 
ly stock form there are many weak- 
nesses that make your “staying up” 
even more difficult. The weight, 
suspension, and tires are not ideal 
for the desert. Be the bike heavy or 
light, good or bad, cool it! Don’t try 
and stay with the leaders, just learn 
to ride until you have no doubt as 
to who’s the master, you or the ma- 
chine.
